Details of the measure 
are given in the following letter from 
Congressman William Kettner, dated 
July 17: 
The President yesterday signed 
the b ill so long known as the Key 
hill and it b ecomes a law and will 
he known as the Act of July 16 
1918. 
This law provides a pension of 
$12 per month from date of filing 
claim for widows of officers and 
enlisted men who served in the 
IT. S. army, navy and marine corps 
for a period of ninety 
days 
or 
more during Hie war with Spain 
and received 
an 
honorab le dis­ 
charge, provided the widow mar­ 
ried the soldier, sailor or marine 
prior to July 
16, 1918, and has a 
nej income of not in excess of 
$2.-»o per annum, from money loan­ 
ed or property rented or property 
of a potential value 
which, 
if 
rented or sold and the purchase 
money loaned, would produce more 
than $250 per annum. 
Money 
earned b y personal work of any 
character is not counted as in- 
cirtne, under decision of the In­ 
terior Department. 
This law provides $2 a month ad­ 
ditional lo the widow on account of 
each child under 16 years of age 
until it reaches 16. In event, there 
b e no widow, the law provides 
pension for minor children until 
they reaeli the age of 16 years. 
If 
there b e one minor child, it will 
receive $12, the 
widow’s 
rate, 
plus $2 per month, 
the 
minor’s 
rale. 
If there b e more than one 
minor child the widow’s rate of 
$12 is evenly 
divided 
b etween 
them and $2 per month is allowed 
on account of each of them. 
As 
each minor child reaches the age 
of 16 years, all pension in its b e­ 
half terminates.

It consists of a 
felt hat, a shirt, pants and leggings, all 
to be khaki color (the darker shade) 
and all to he cotton kJiakl cloth ex cept 
the hat if th e boy wants a coat of the 
same it is entirely optional wuth him, 
though a coat is 
not 
required. 
The 


boy s may do as they do in m any high 
schools, wear any other coat or sw eat­ 
er they may liave when it 
is 
cold 
enough to wear a coat. All coats will 
he removed when the boy s are drill­ 
ing. 
Woolen miiforras will 
not 
be 
al­ 
lowed. 
'I’Ih' wool must he saved for 
ilie soldiers. X cithcr will leatlier Icg- 
gitjgs ho allowed, not even for tlie of­ 
ficers.

These uniforms should not cost a 
large amount. At present suitable uni­ 
forms including coat, can he secured

It is advisable for the boy s to order | 
their uniforms this month as the price 
ot all khaki cloth is scheduled to go up i 
the first of August. 
Tlie suits are to he made according 
to the militury sty le as required by 
state law and as used in other high 
schools that have cadet companies. 
If boy s want to get an ex tra shirt 


and pair of pants for a change when 
one suit is soiled and needs cleaniirg, 
that is permissible. 
’I'hese uniforms a re to be worn ev­ 
ery day a t school, but should not be 
worn evenings and m ornings and Sat­ 
urday s when boy s a re doing dirty 
manual labor such as cleaning automo- 
hile.s, working in shops, etc. If worn on 
sucli occasions tlie suit is soon spoiled.

— Although the fourth year 
of 
the 
war was marked by the complete dis­ 
organization of Russia, both m ilitarily 
and politically, the country was real­ 
ly out of the war in 1916, when more 
than a million soldiers deserted from 
the army. 
Only the czarist censor 
ship prevented the truth from becom­ 
ing known to the world at that time 
The tremendous shaking up of the 
already disorganized national 
fabric 
caused by the revolution, in addition 
to the many complications both inter­ 
nal and external from which the revo­ 
lution found itself unable to escape— 
when peace was most needed in order 
to solve these numerous problems and 
repair the terrible 
consequences 
oi 
war— opened the road to 
Bolshevism 
and threw Russia into the clutches 
of German imperialism, whose 
sea! 
was finally set with the Brest-Litovsk 
treaty. 
So far as m ilitary operations in the 
year 1917-1918 are concerned, 
there 
were hardly any worth the name with 
the exception of Korniloff’s drive to 
wards Halicz, wrhich really belongs tc 
the end of the third year of the 
war 
This offensive, which was carried out 
largely 
on 
account 
of 
pressure 
brought to bear by the Allied repre­ 
sentatives in Petrograd, was at first 
most successful. 
The Russians cap­ 
tured Kalush and had advanced 
as 
far as the suburbs of Halicz. 
Then, 
they were hurled hack by 
German 
reinforcements who not only recaptur­ 
ed Tarnopol but the entire triangle 
of Volynian fortresses— lioyno, Dubnc 
and Lutsk. 
Boost for Bolshevism 
The disorganization of the Russian 
arm y now appeared complete. 
The 
failure of the offensive proved to be 
a great boost for 
Bolshevism, 
and 
Korniloff’s subsequent advance upon 
Petrograd served to pour oil on the 
Bolshevist flames. Shortly before the 
latter circumstance, Riga 
had 
been 
taken, and Korniloff had been accus­ 
ed of deliberately surrendering it in 
order to arouse anti-Bolshevik resent­ 
ment and halt the growth of Bolshe 
vik propaganda. 
These events, plus 
the German attacks under Linsengen 
prior to Korniloff’s drive for Halicz 
and which the Russians with consid 
erable losses parried, 
finished 
their 
m ilitary operations for 1917. 
As for naval operations, the Ger­ 
mans, utilizing Riga as a base, land­ 
ed troops and occupied Oesel, Moon, 
and Dabgo Islands. 
At first they suc­ 
ceeded in bottling 
up 
the 
Russiar 
fleet, but the latter by a really clevei 
maneuver managed to 
escape 
from 
the perilous Moon Sound. 
The end of 1917 saw the triumph 
of the Bolslieviki and the separate 
peace with the central powers, with 
all its disastrous consequences. Rus 
sia lost Poland, Lithuania, the Baltic 
Provinces, Ukraine, Bessarabia, 
Fin 
land, and part of the Caucasus. 
And 
the losses in the last named are like 
ly to increase in view of the genera! 
disorganization in that quarter, 
the 
dissolution of the 
regional 
govern­ 
ment opening the road to Turkish ag­ 
gressions. 
Big Loss of Territory 
The appalling character 
of 
these 
losses is evident when it is consider 
ed that they comprise 707,000 square 
versts (a verst is .66 of a mile) of ter 
ritory with a population of 46,600,000, 
This decrease in the area of the Rus 
sian Republic is slightly less than 40 
per cent, but the lost provinces 
are 
the most fertile and most populous oi 
the entire country. 
The lost territory had a total bread 
and potato production, conservative­ 
ly estimated at 2,896,000,000 puds. (A 
pud or pood is 36.07 pounds. 
In oth­ 
er words, the arable area is reduced 
27 per cent, and crops lessened 
37 
per cent. 
In railways the 
losses 
represent 
17,500 versts, out of a total of 66,000, 
or about one-fourth. 
This loss is even 
more serious than the mileage figures 
indicate, inasmuch as the surrender­ 
ed territory includes many 
of 
Rus­ 
sia’s most 
important 
railway . junc­ 
tions. 
Prior to the w ar Russia’s total an­ 
nual production in manufactures was 
2.800.600.000 rubles, (a ruble 
equals 
51.5 cents); the number of workmen 
employed was 2,075,000 and the num­ 
ber of machines in use was 1,457,000. 
The reductions now 
represent 
925,- 
000,000 rubles, 612,4)00 workmen, and 
575.000 machines, or respectively 33 
per cent, 29 per cent and 39 per cent. 
In coal and iron output, the basis 
of all industry in Russia, the reduc­ 
tion is even more startling. 
Before 
the war 
Russia 
produced 
annually 
2,000,000.000 puds of coal and 260,000,- 
000 puds of iron. 
Present Russia can 
produce only 500,000,600 puds of coal 
and 70,000,000 puds of iron. 
Wipes Out Development 
These figures mean that 
Russia’s 
industrial development of 
the 
past 
twenty years is practically wiped out 
as a result of the fourth year of the 
war— the sabotage 
of 
the 
Russian 
peace program and the policy of the 
Bolsheviki. 
The big question now 
is 
whether 
Russia can withstand such blood-let­ 
ting. 
In opposing the forces 
of 
im­ 
perialism she faces her severest bat­ 
tle for political 
and 
economic 
inde­ 
pendence. 
Only the speediest re-or­ 
ganization of the 
nation’s 
physical 
and human material can prevent Rus­ 
sia’s falling into the status of China 
or Turkey. 
The task is too big for the Bolshe­ 
viki. 
Only the united efforts of the 
whole democracy of the country 
by 
means of a real constituent assembly 
can save her. 
/ 
The fourlh year of the war saw Rus­ 
sia’s great revolution 
and 
Russia’s 
great fall. 
W ill the fifth year be the year of 
her awakening?
